COMMUNITY leaders organising a 
peace rally next weekend have said 
they want to send out a message that 
‘enough is enough’. 

Lenos Wilson from the Non Violence 
Alliance and Pastor Lloyd Denny, 
chair of Luton In Harmony, have 
called for peace and healing in the 
town following the recent spate of 
violent crimes and murders. 

The rally is due to be held outside the 
Town Hall on Sunday, May 5, between 
12-2pm and is also being supported 
by Tropical FM and the Walk to 
Freedom organisation. 

It comes after three fatalities in the 
past seven months. They include 
19-year-old Delaney Brown who was 
killed after being hit by a car. 

His death was followed by the fatal 
shooting of Paul Foster earlier this 
month. And on Thursday night a 
19-year-old man died after being 
stabbed outside Milliners Court. 

Police have also attended reports of 
shootings in the town, including a 
man shot in the leg in Marsh Farm in 
February. 

Mr Wilson said: “With all the vio¬ 
lence going in the town we wanted to 
get people together and say enough is 
enough. We want people to take 
responsibility for their community. 

“This rally is also a message to the 
gangs to say enough is enough before 
it gets really nasty. Everyday it seems 
like things are happening. We need 
peace in the town but everyone needs 
to start working together to tackle it.” 

Pastor Denny said: “This meeting is 


about telling people that if we don’t 
stop now it will be a slippery slope and 
you could be next. 

“There’s a lot of anxiety out there 
and it’s about trying to bring peace 
back to troubled hearts. This really is 
not about any other thing. 

“It’s about the healing process for 
the family, to show them that we do 
care and it’s also a message to the 
community which is a bit tense right 
now. 


“It’s all about peace because that’s 
what the community needs.” 

Following Thursday’s fatal stabbing, 
Bedfordshire Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins said that 
whilst the town was a relatively safe 
place to live in, there was still work to 
be done in building a more trusting 
relationship between the police and 
the wider public. 

He said: “There’s no doubt that the 
force needs to work and build a trust¬ 


ing relationship with the community 
and it’s a challenge the force must step 
up to. 

“One of the complaints I have seen is 
people saying they are giving infor¬ 
mation but are not confident that 
something is happening with it. 

“If people are offering the police a 
piece of the jigsaw it’s important peo¬ 
ple are told that the information they 
gave was useful, that’s one way we can 
build people’s confidence.” 


Cigarette 
butt costs 
lazy driver 
over £600 

A MAN has been prosecut¬ 
ed for littering in 
Dunstable, after action 
was taken by the council’s 
environmental team. 

Gregory Mitchell, of 
Strangers Way, Luton, was 
originally fined £80 for 
throwing a cigarette from 
his car in High Street 
North - with the option to 
pay £50 if he settled the 
fine within eight days. 

However, Mitchell 
refused to pay, despite 
being sent numerous 
reminders from Central 
Bedfordshire Council. 

At Luton Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday, Mitchell 
was found guilty of the 
offence and was ordered 
to pay a fine of £200, costs 
of £424, as well as a victim 
surcharge. 

Cllr Brian Spurr, said: 
“Some people may think 
that this fine is out of pro¬ 
portion with the crime. 

“But the fact is that we 
offered Mr Mitchell the 
chance to pay a fine of £50 
for his littering offence 
and he refused to pay. 

“After many reminders 
and opportunities to pay, 
we took action. 

“We’re striving to ensure 
Central Bedfordshire con¬ 
tinues to be a great place 
to live and work and this 
sort of behaviour will not 
be tolerated. People do 
have the option to pay a 
much smaller fine at the 
outset. 

“In this instance it was 
necessary for us to take it 
further, but it really is 
simpler for everyone to 
put their litter in the bin.”

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Kidnapper feels 
remorse’ for his

A “DANGEROUS criminal" who 
kidnapped and robbed a taxi 
driver at knifepoint was sen¬ 
tenced to six years in prison. 

Luton Crown Court heard that 
Jordon James (pictured), 20, of no 
fixed abode, felt ‘no remorse’ for 
his crime, which has left driver 
Mohammed Rahman, 30, wanting 
to give up his job. 

The court heard how James and 
co-defendant Jamie Scott were 
picked up by Mr Rahman in 
Kempston on November 16 2012. 

After a debate about the fare for 
the journey, James held a 10-inch 
kitchen knife to Mr Rahman’s 
throat while Scott threatened him 
with an imitation firearm, forcing 
him to drive them to Luton where 
they wanted him to withdraw 
money using his bank card. 



After taking out £300 from a cash 
machine in Luton and continuing 
on the journey, Mr Rahman spot¬ 
ted two police officers on patrol 
and threw himself out of the mov¬ 
ing car to attract their attention. 

The officers gave chase to the 
robbers and were threatened with 
the imitation firearm, but eventu¬ 


ally managed to arrest the pair. 

In a statement read out in court, 
Mr Rahman said: “I was scared 
and genuinely afraid they were 
going to kill me. 

“I would like to give up my job 
but necessity forces me to contin¬ 
ue. I work now during the day.” 

Sentencing James, His Honour 
Judge Richard Foster, said: “The 
chilling part of this was your 
response to what you did. 

“You showed absolutely no 
remorse. It’s quite clear from what 
you say that you would do it again 
if you needed to.” 

James, who appeared by video 
link, was told he would serve two- 
thirds of a six year custodial sen¬ 
tence, followed by a licence of five 
years, because he “poses a signifi¬ 
cant risk to the public”. 

Scott will return to court for sen¬ 
tence on May 10. Both men plead¬ 
ed guilty at an earlier hearing. 


Cameras will help to improve safety of alley 

FIVE new CCTV cameras are set to be 
installed in a notorious walkway as 
part of plans funded by Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s Travel Choices 
project. 

The authority has secured govern¬ 
ment funding to improve the travel 
choices available to the residents of 
Dunstable and Houghton Regis, with 
some of the cash being spent on meas¬ 
ures to improve safety and drive out 
crime in Dog Kennel Walk, which runs 
between the two towns. 

Concerns about the pathway were 
raised last year, when a heavily preg¬ 
nant teenager was attacked as she 
made her way through it. 

Following the incident Beds Police 
Chief Constable Alf Hitchcock made a 
special visit to the alley to speak to 
residents about their fears. 

Cllr Brian Spurr said: “The fact that 
all land owners next to the route have 
come onboard with our plans has 
made all the difference. 

“Opening out the route and install¬ 
ing the cameras should have a positive 
impact on reducing crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour, which will help to 
make the area feel safer.” SAFER: It is hoped that improvements to the walkway will drive out crime

MAN CHARGED WITH BITING COP 

A MAN has appeared before Luton 
Magistrates’ Court in connection 
with an incident in which a 
policeman was bitten. 

Jason Witty, 35, from Five 
Springs in Luton, was arrested 
outside the Sainsbury’s Store in 
Quantock Rise on Tuesday by an 
off-duty police officer. 

Mr Witty is charged with 
attempted wounding, theft from a 
shop and a Section 3 Public Order 
Offence. 

The case was sent to Luton 
Crown Court, where Witty will 
next appear on Tuesday, May 7. 

He was remanded in custody 
until that date. 

RESIDENTS URGED TO HAVE JAB 

WITH measles cases rising in the 
UK, local health experts are 
encouraging Luton residents with 
children and teenagers to ensure 
they are vaccinated. 

Experts believe the recent rise in 
measles cases can be attributed to 
the number of children who 
missed out on the vaccination 
during the 1990s when concern 
around the link between autism 
and the vaccine was widespread. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf said: 

“We know the only way to stop 
measles outbreaks, like the one in 
South Wales, is to ensure our chil¬ 
dren receive the MMR vaccine. 

“Those who have not been vacci¬ 
nated should urgently seek at least 
one dose of MMR vaccination 
from their GP, which will give 
them 95 per cent protection 
against measles. 

“A second dose is then needed to 
provide almost complete protec¬ 
tion."

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Street lamp switched 
off after nine months!

THE case of a street light that was 
continuously shining day and night for 
nine months has finally been resolved 
- although the promised full replace¬ 
ment works have been rescheduled. 

The offending lamp, in Appleglebe in 
Barton-le-Clay now turns on and off 
normally after being on non-stop since 
June last year when it was spotted by 
resident Terry Mailing. 

After contacting Central Bedfordshire 
Council, it was arranged that contrac¬ 
tors would fix the light in March. 

However, on their visit the workers said 
that the streetlight could not be touched 
as it is made of concrete, and health and 
safety regulations prevented anyone 
climbing a ladder to correct the problem 
and turn the problem bulb off. 

At the time, Councillor Brian Spurr, 
said: “Where repairs are being made to 
concrete street lights we have to use a 
specialist hoist rather than a ladder. 

“This is for health and safety reasons, 
as the street light can become unstable 
if a considerable amount of weight is 
resting towards the top of it. 

“We will visit the site again to repair it 
and it will be replaced with a steel one as 
part of a wider programme to update 
street lighting in the new financial year. 

“The problem lies in the fact that the 
lanterns are quite old and are failing at a 
faster rate than we anticipated. 


“Where streetlights are faulty and stay 
on during the day our policy is to leave 
them on. 

“The reason for this is that we think 
residents would rather have the light on 
at night rather than not on at ah until we 
can carry out a full repair. 

“We will visit the site again to repair it 
and it will be replaced with a steel one as 
part of a wider programme to update 
our street lighting, due to begin in the 
new financial year.” 

These works were scheduled to be 
completed in the second week of April. 


Although the street light bulb has now 
been replaced, work to replace the full 
concrete column is still outstanding. 

A spokesman for Central Bedfordshire 
Council said: “This street light has now 
been repaired. 

“The replacement of the column has 
been rescheduled to later in the year, 
along with other streetlights in the area. 

“We will write to Mr Mailing to explain 
the reasons for the rescheduling.” 

The replacement will take place as part 
of a county-wide council scheme, which 
will cost £1.6m in total.

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Decision day for 
faith school buses

THE parents of chil¬ 
dren at Cardinal 
Newman have vowed 
that their fight will not 
end if the authority 
decides to end the free 
bus service for faith 
schools. 

The decision will be 
made at a meeting at 
the town hall tomorrow 
evening, with many 
pupils and parents 
expected to attend. 

The authority will 
consider a proposal that 
would leave the free 
school transport in 
place for existing 
Cardinal Newman 
School pupils, but 
would require a 50 per 
cent contribution to the 
cost from new pupils 
starting in September. 

It has also been sug¬ 
gested that a one-off 
subsidy of £420k would 
be made available to 
the Luton schools 
affected, with a very 
small proportion 
retained to facilitate a 
hardship fund. 

Parent, Antionette 
Kotula, said: “We have 
not made any firm 


plans on what will hap¬ 
pen should the verdict 
go against us, however 
we will consider taking 
legal action. 

“We are willing to talk 
to the authority to come 
to an agreement, but we 
don’t feel the offers that 
are on the table at the 
moment are suitable.” 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, 
Leader of Luton 
Borough Council, said: 
“Luton like all councils 


is facing a tough finan¬ 
cial outlook and we are 
being forced to make 
difficult decisions. 

“The authority has a 
broad range of frontline 
services it is seeking to 
protect, and for exam¬ 
ple must pay particular 
attention to safeguard¬ 
ing vulnerable children 
and adults in Luton. 

“We have been inves¬ 
tigating a number of 
proposals and have 


been seeking views 
from the school, 
parents, residents and 
bus operators so that we 
can consider what 
impact the proposals 
will have. 

“I must stress that no 
decision has been 
made, but if the propos¬ 
als advance the council 
would work with the 
school and parents to 
secure the best possible 
solution.”

Authority sees tax 
collecting improve

COUNCIL tax collection rates in 
the town are at an all time high 
and rising, new figures revealed. 

Luton Council said its perfor¬ 
mance was in ‘sharp contrast’ to 
other local authorities who had 
decreasing collection rates and it 
predicted the position in the 
town would improve further in 
the next financial year. 

Figures published by the gov¬ 
ernment showed that Luton had 
council tax arrears of £22million 
on March 2012, but that figure 


has fallen to £14m as of March 
2013 according to Councillor 
Robin Harris, the finance port¬ 
folio holder. 

He said: “Luton is bucking the 
trend. We are the only authority 
in Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire to increase tax 
collection rates last year and the 
only one predicting a further 
improvement in 2013/14. 

“Many councils forecast static 
or even decreasing collection 
rates.” 

The authority’s collection rate 
this year was 96.2 per cent, a 0.2 
per cent improvement from the 


previous year. 

It had been criticised earlier 
this week after the £22m sug¬ 
gested the town was the eighth 
worst in the country for unpaid 
council tax. 

Cllr Harris added: “That was 
the figure at March 31, 2012. 

“But by the same date in 2013 
the total had fallen to £14.lm 
thanks to the hard work of our 
recovery and debt teams to min¬ 
imise our council tax arrears.” 

Last year, the council said it 
managed to reduce the amount 
of tax and business rates owed 
by £6.5m.

Group will investigate 
the deaths of children

A REVIEW group has been set 
up by an authority after it was 
found that the area’s infant 
mortality rate was higher than 
the national average. 

Current data from between 
2010 and 2012, shows that for 
every 1,000 live births, five 
babies on average die under the 
age of one year in Luton com¬ 
pared to a national figure of 4.4. 

The authority’s Overview and 
Scrutiny Board has now estab¬ 


lished a review group - ‘Infant 
Mortality Rate (IMR) in Luton’ - 
to investigate the issues and 
concerns regarding the death of 
infants from 0-12 months old. 

The group is made up of six 
councillors and a representative 
from Luton Healthwatch, sup¬ 
ported by advisers from the 
councils. 

They will review local expert 
data to examine the causes that 
have been identified as contrib¬ 
utory factors for infant mortality 
in Luton. This will include links 
to deprivation, poverty, lifestyles 


as well as genetic issues. 

They will also identify what 
initiatives are already in place 
and what more can be done in 
order to raise awareness to help 
tackle this major concern. 

Group chair, Councillor 
Roxanna Whittaker, said: “The 
death of a child is a tragedy for 
the family, therefore it is vital 
that we do all we can to tackle 
infant mortality, by identifying 
and addressing key issues.”

Luton Conservatives 
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‘Tech Bacc’ 
plans need 
more work

GOVERNMENT plans to pro¬ 
mote vocational education 
are a ‘step in the right direc¬ 
tion’ but more needs to be 
done, a college principal has 
said. 

Chris Nicholls, principal for 
Luton Sixth Form College, 
said the introduction of a 
Technical Baccalaureate 
(Tech Bacc) as an alternative 
to A Levels would not imme¬ 
diately lead to parity between 
academic and vocational 
qualifications. 

The new course is set begin 
in September 2014 and will 
not count towards league 
tables until January 2017. 

College students doing a 
‘Tech Bacc’ will be required 
to complete a ‘high quality’ 
level three vocational quali¬ 
fication, a core maths level 
three qualification, which 
would include AS Level 
maths, and an extended 
written project. 

A list of government 
approved vocational qualifi¬ 
cations will be released 
towards the end of the year. 

Mr Nicholls said: “There’s 
been a long running debate 



in the education sector about 
the lack of esteem of voca¬ 
tional qualifications as 
opposed to A levels which 
have been seen as the gold 
standard. Now the govern¬ 
ment are trying to address 
the problem.” 

“They have this idea that if 
you allow it in the league 
tables it will make people 
value vocational education 
more but people don’t take 
notice of the tables in reality. 

“I think more is needed and 
you could say it’s a bit of win¬ 
dow dressing. The motives 
are good and a step in the 
right direction because we 
do need more equality 
between qualifications. 

“From what I’ve seen being 
reported about this my pre¬ 
diction is you will hear very 
little about it in the future.”

made an offer to those signed up. 

Offer letters and emails have 
now been sent telling people if 
they’ll be saving against their 
current deal.

The deadline to accept the offer 
is Wednesday, May 8. 

Luton Borough Council joined 
the initiative, which is a partner¬ 
ship with 12 other authorities 


across the country, due to rising 
energy prices and increasing 
numbers of households experi¬ 
encing fuel poverty. 

The first round of the scheme 
saw 548 households register with 
53 per cent of them taking up 
their offers. 

Councillor Hazel Simmons, 
Leader of Luton Borough 
Council, said: “Hundreds of 
households have already saved 
money on their bills and we hope 
to keep building on this during 
future rounds of the scheme.”

Beat The Bullies with TaeKwon-Do 
and get fighting fit 


We are a rapidly growing Martial arts 
Organisation. In partnership with the 
UKTI and other interested 
organisations promoting Martial Arts, 
it is our aim to promote and 
encourage participation in Martial Arts 
and in particular, the participation of 
young people, women, members of 
ethnic minority communities and 
those with special needs.

TaeKwon-do can also help those 
children who are feeling the effects of 
bullying. You may be asking yourself 
how? The obvious answer most 
people think of is that martial art gives 
kids a way of hitting or kicking back 
and that is true; tae-kwondo does 
teach children to kick and punch but 
that's only a small part of the picture. 

We see good TaeKwon-Do training 
go much deeper. There's an increase in 
self-confidence that comes with 
TaeKwon-Do training. Bullies tend to 
pick on quiet, weak and scared kids, or 
those kids that are arrogant and cocky. 
We see the kids in our TaeKwon-Do 
club become quietly confident young 
people and this affects the way they 
walk and talk, therefore bullies tend to 
stay away from children like this. 

Kids in TaeKwon-Do also learn 
specific ways to avoid confrontation, 
about courtesy and respect for others 
and should they find themselves being 
bullied, TaeKwon-Do teaches kids the 
way to deal with it. 

In the case of verbal abuse, kids 
learning TaeKwon-Do will learn about 
distance and body language. They 
learn not to back off, but equally not 


to move forwards and antagonise the 
bully. Taekwon-do kids learn how to 
stay calm and think under pressure, 
they learn to keep eye contact and 
they explore ways to diffuse the 
situation without losing face and 
appearing weak. 

Part of TaeKwon-Do training is full 
contact sparring. This is an attack but 
it is under safe, controlled conditions 
and through sparring, kids learn how 
not to freeze. They learn how to cope 
with physical attack and how to think 
under pressure. This means they can 
fight back in a controlled way if they 
ever need to. They also learn about 
respect. 

So we think that training in 
taekwondo is a good way to help stop 
bullying for your child because it gives 
them the tools they need to take 
responsibility for themselves. 

New students need not worry about 
their level of fitness, as it will gradually 
improve with their TaeKwon-Do 
training. Students are never made to 
feel uncomfortable or inadequate! We 
have students from 4yrs to 70yrs old!

|ji) Place a piece of broken pot or some 
polystyrene in the bottom of the pot. 
Then fill with multi-purpose compost up 
to the same level as the first holes. 

Q Push the plants through the hole, so 
that the roots are inside the pot. Fill the 
pot with compost to the next level of 
holes, pushing firmly around the roots. 

Q Continue planting until you reach 
the top, then water. Cold-stored plants, 
available from March to July, can look 
scrawny at first, but quickly put 
on growth.

Good varieties to try... 

Honeoye - heavy crops of berries early 
in the season. 

Pegasus - tasty fruits with soft flesh and 
good disease resistance. 

• Rhapsody- follows late in the season, 
with large berries. 

Sweet, juicy strawberries are an essential 
summer treat and taste especially delicious 
if you can eat them home grown, straight 
from the plant. Plant them now and you'll 
be enjoying your first fruits in just a few 
months. 


Place the pot in a sunny position and 
turn occasionally, so that the plants 
grow evenly. 

Check that the compost feels dry before 
watering, and then give your pot a 
good soak. 

After your plants have fruited, cut back 
the leaves and give them a feed. This 
will promote growth and new leaves 
will soon appear.

Heat oven to 200C/180C fan/gas 6. Mix the crushed 
garlic and oregano with the lemon juice and 3 tbsp 
of the oil to make a dressing. Season. Make a few 
slashes in each chicken leg, then put the chicken 
in a large roasting tin and rub with 2 tbsp of the 
dressing. Stuff the squeezed lemon shells inside the 
body cavity. Roast for 30 mins. 

^ Meanwhile, tip the peppers, onions, whole garlic 
cloves and courgettes into a large bowl, and toss 
with the remaining oil and some seasoning. After 30 
mins, pile the veg around the chicken, drizzle with 
half the remaining dressing and roast for 1 hr. 
Remove the chicken from the oven, lift onto a platter, 
cover with foil and leave to rest. Check the roasting 
tin, and if the chicken has rendered a lot of fat, 
pour it off, skim and return the juices to the tin. Stir 
the lemon wedges, mint, feta, chickpeas and 
remaining dressing through the veg and juices, then 
return to the oven for 10 mins to warm through. 

Pile around the chicken, scatter with mint sprigs and 
serve with bread, if you like, to mop up the juices.

Comment: Luton under Still

JOHN Still turned 63 last 
Wednesday, but the Luton Town 
manager will be the first man to 
quell any celebrations with 
regards to football. 

The Hatters brought the curtain 
down on a tumultuous season last 
week with what should be consid¬ 
ered a routine 3-1 win against 
Southport. However, in a year 
which has wreaked havoc with the 
heads and hearts of the Luton 
faithful - courtesy of a record- 
breaking FA Cup run disguising a 
miserable league campaign - the 
win, preceded by two more and a 
couple of draws, feels like some 
kind of success. 

For the first time since that 
extraordinary 1-0 FA Cup triumph 
at Norwich City’s Premier League 
stomping ground, there is a bright¬ 
ness glowing from the orange of 
Luton. A lot of things have changed 
since then, though. 

The past week has been a poign¬ 
ant one for, in addition to housing 
Still’s birthday, it signalled the end 
of the boss’s second month in 
charge of his new “project”. 

When the former Dagenham & 
Redbridge man signed a two-and- 
a-half year contract to manage 
Luton back in late February, both 
he and the Hatters were very open 
about the reasons for the decision, 
in stark contrast to the hushed 
whispers surrounding the swift 
and unexpected departure of his 
predecessor, Paul Buckle. 

Still and his new club 
were mutual in their 
reasoning. 

The pair spoke of the 
move being one for the 
“long term”, to restore 
some much needed 
“stability” and “recon¬ 
struct” the club’s wan¬ 
ing Football League 
vision. Still even ush¬ 
ered in the idea of a 
“formula”, which had 
earned him two pro¬ 
motions at Dagenham; 
a radical change from 


Buckle’s non-existent “magic 
wand”. Though Still did not take 
charge of the team, just hours after 
his official announcement as man¬ 
ager the size of the task he had just 
signed up to was made very evident 
as the Hatters succumbed to a 2-0 
defeat at Braintree Town. 

Play-off hopes after a winless 
February weren’t entirely dimin¬ 
ished but Still made it clear that his 
plan was to build for next season, 
telling journalists after each game 
that he was “assessing” the squad. 

His technique, for want of a better 
word, with journalists tells of his 
vast experience. Still is a man who 
plays his cards close to his chest, 
often choosing to dismiss a ques¬ 
tion almost entirely if it shows even 
a hint of ‘delving’. He is media 
savvy. 

Indeed, while at Dagenham, he 
was asked by a journalist if he had 
any interest in signing a particular 
player. Still’s reply? “I’ve never 
heard of him.” He signed the player 
the following day. 

However, his poker face has 
shown signs of twitching at times 
during his short reign so far. 

Following on from the 2-1 defeat 
at home to Hyde FC - Still’s first 
loss in charge - his captain at the 
time, Ronnie Henry, bore the brunt 
of the fans’ frustrations upon the 
final whistle. 

It was a dire performance and 
Still knew it. Putting his ego aside 
for a period, the former Barnet 
boss’s body language showed a 
glimpse that things may have been 
going wrong. 

It was a similar situation just 
under a month later when he chose 
to miss - or should that be dismiss? 
- his team’s 5-1 humiliation against 
Gateshead in favour of 
scouting transfer targets. 

Heavily criticised and 
with his side playing poor¬ 
ly, he began to show his 
frustration, occasionally 
boiling over into anger 
when faced with, in his 
own words, “difficult” 
questions from journal¬ 
ists. As the saying goes, 
though, ‘every cloud has a 
silver lining’ and Still soon 
seemed to have weathered 
the storm. Results have 
picked up since the 


Gateshead defeat and, more impor¬ 
tantly perhaps, so have perfor¬ 
mances. The only dropped points 
in the final five games of the season 
have been the two draws against 
third and fourth-placed Newport 
County and Grimsby Town. 

Those two results in particular 
provide as good a measure as any 
as to how much the team has grown 
since the defeats against Hyde and 
Gateshead. Indeed, the Hatters 
could easily have won those games. 

The 4-3-3 formation has worked 
to great effect - David Martin and 
top scorer Andre Gray have excelled 
on the wings - and will lay the 
foundations for pre-season, 
although Still remains adamant 
that it is a version of 4-4-2. Football 
is all about opinions but surely 
every formation could be consid¬ 
ered a ‘version’ of 4-4-2. 

On the other hand, tactics aren’t 
top on Still’s list of priorities now 
that the summer transfer window 
is just around the corner. 

The Hatters may not be a club 
“looking to sell our best players” 
but they are certainly looking to 
sell some of their worst. 

In theory, out go Alasan Ann, 
Scott Neilson, James Dance, Stuart 
Fleetwood, Janos Kovacs, Arnaud 
Mendy, Scott Rendell, Lathaniel 


Rowe-Turner, Dean Brill, Simon 
Ainge and maybe more, although 
some will require a transfer fee, 
something which is not easy to find 
at this level of the game. 

In come Scott Griffiths, Alex Wall 
and, in all likelihood, Solomon 
Taiwo, should he decide to extend. 

On the wall of the manager’s 
office hangs a white board, out¬ 
lined on which is every basic posi¬ 
tion, each filled with transfer tar¬ 
gets galore. 

Expect a goalkeeper, a centre 
back or two, a full back, a central 
midfielder and, possibly, a right 
midfielder. In fact, expect half the 
whiteboard to join the ranks. 

Pre-season will be about more 
than just signing on the dotted 
lines though, if Still’s side are to 
build on their optimistic end to the 
season and earn promotion next 
campaign, while adhering to his 
philosophy of attacking football. 

Those players who will be 
involved next term could be for¬ 
given for quaking in their boots, 
literally, at the expectation of Still’s 
gruelling pre-season training. The 
manager has told his players to pre¬ 
pare themselves for a shock when 
they return from holiday. 

He knows, more than anyone, the 
hard work is still to come.

two years at the club. 

He is presently recovering 
from an operation for a her¬ 
nia injury and was happy 
with his form for Luton, 
despite his release. 

“I think my goal record 
was still good,” he said. 

“John is looking for a dif¬ 
ferent type of player and he 
took me aside and said that 
I wasn’t going to be offered 
anything. 

“But I don’t have a prob¬ 
lem with it.” 

Fleetwood admitted dis¬ 
appointment that Luton 
hadn’t managed their much 
sought after return to the 
Football League during his 
time in South Bedfordshire. 

He put that down to a lack 
of consistency, both on the 
pitch and off it. 

“I wasn’t at the club for 
too long and I still played 
under three managers,” he 
said. “Getting up takes 
more consistency than we 
showed. 

“Mansfield Town and 
Kidderminster [the top two 
in the Blue Square Premier] 


both managed to put a 
strong run of results 
together. 

“It’s about winning games 
at places like Barrow where 
you need to scrap and fight. 

“Sometimes it’s not just 
about playing in an attrac¬ 
tive manner, it’s about get¬ 
ting results, which is what 
everybody wants. 

“This is the fifth season at 
this level for Luton, so it’s 
going to take something a 
bit different.” 

Fleetwood has already 
spoken to other clubs about 
continuing his football 
career and says that his 
Luton spell did have some 
good memories. 

Gracing the Wembley turf 
last season - albeit in a los¬ 
ing effort against York City 
in the play-off final - ranks 
as a highlight, as does this 
year’s run to round five of 
the FA Cup, which 
Fleetwood refuses to blame 
for poor league form. 

“If anything it should 
have acted as a catalyst for 
us,” he said.
